D2 is considered to be the prior art closest to the 
subject matter of claim 1. 

The subject matter of claim 1 differs from the known 
turbocharger in that the turbocharger is provided 
with means for axially securing the shaft and the 
turbine wheel connected thereto. 

The problem addressed by the present invention can 
therefore be considered that of preventing the shaft 
from moving out of the turbine housing in an axial 
direction if the compressor wheel should burst. 

Neither of the documents Dl or D2 is concerned with 
a compressor wheel burst. The combination of 
features in claim 1 is neither known from nor 
suggested by the available prior art. 



The same arguments apply accordingly with respect to 
independent claim 12. Independent claims 1 and 12 
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are therefore novel and involve an inventive step 
(PCT Article 33) . 

Dependent claims 2-11 satisfy the novelty and 
inventive step requirements of PCT Article 33. 

Claim 12 is not clear and does not meet the 
requirements of PCT Article 6 inasmuch as the 
subject matter for which protection is sought is not 
clearly defined. Claim 12 is directed to means for 
axially securing the shaft but incorporates features 
of a turbocharger that do not pertain to these 
means . 
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
